charter, 

Under the head of “militia,” the governor 
makes the following recommendation : 

I would earnestly bring to your attention the proe 
priety of collecting for preservation the battered 
battle flags of companies, battalions and regiments 
ofthe state. The signs represent the honor and 
valor of our peopleand the state should take care 
that they are reverently preserved as honorabie 
memorials of the gallant and self-sacrificing devo- 
tion of hersons. Let ber request the veterans of 
the confederate army and navy to send the battle- 
scarred flags to the inspector- general's department 
to be carefully preserved in the capitol in appro- 
priate cases, where they will bear silent testimony 
tothe heroism with whieh the sons of Carolina 
vindicated her honor, and the self-sacrifice with 
which they laid down their livesin her defense. I 
recommend a small appropriation to carry out this 
Suggestion and secure the safety and preservation 
of the tags.

THE GOVERNORS’ MISTAKE 


That is Causing No Little Trouble to the 
International Congress. 


WASHINGTON, November 27.—The inter- 
national American conference is beginning to 
feel the effects of the misconstruction placed 
by the governors of several states upon the law 
authorizing the appointment of delegates to 
the conference to represent the United States 
under which the president nominated and the 
senate confirmed ten delegates authorized to 
be appointed. Itappears, however, that the 
governors of several states were under the 
impression that they were empowered 
to select delegates. Some time ago 
the state department became aware 
of this misapprehension through the 
receipt of letters from persons who had been 
only accredited as delegates by the state 
authorities, asking when the conference would 
meet, what their duties would be, and gener 
ally for instructions. To such of these persons 
as addressed the department in this way, the 
reply was made informing them of the lack of 
authority for their appointment and acquaint- 
ing them with the true state of affairs. The 
department, however, failed to reach all of 
persons interested, for from day to day since 
the conference began its sessions, gentlemen 
have been calling at headquarters and present- 
ing credentials and letters of appoint- 
ment made out by the governors of 
states. The chief executive of the state 
of South Dakota made haste to apooint a dele- 
gate who got here in advance of several others 
from older states of the union. When the con- 


ference was in session yesterday an. old.gentle- 
wait walked Thee the room, seated himself at 
the conference table, and for three hours sat 


listening toa mixture of Spanish and Eng- 
lish which fell from the lips of delegates who 
were discussing the rules. Ashe lefthe ex 
plained that he was a delegate from a western 
state, and evidently expected to be present at 
the next session, as he was careful to inquire 
when that would take place. The last comer 
dropped into headquarters today, and, as he 
was deaf, the officer in charge was put to some 
trouble to satisfy him that he was not, as he 
supposed, an authorized delegate to the con- 
gress.

FOR COINAGE OF SILVER. 


Resolutions Presented Yesterday in the 
National Convention, 

St. Louris, November 27.—It was nearly 11 
o’clock before the national silver convention 
was called to order by the chairman this morn- 
ing. 

Delegate Morse, of Colorado, introduced the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That senators and representatives in the 
congress of the United States be and are nereby re- 
quested to establish a unit for the coinage of silver 
with the Souh American states that shall make 
silver coin pass current on par with gold in all the 
Americes of the western hemisphere, and that they 
also be requested to open negotiations with the con« 

ress of all Americas now in session in Washington 
or the building of a railroad from the United States 
to and through the states of South America, 

After a lively discussion the resolution was 
referred to the committee on resolutions. A 
number of resolutions were offered in rapid 
succession and all referred to the committee on 
resolutions. 

A paper from John Thompson, vice-presi- 
dent of the Chase National bank, of New York, 
wus then read. It was the deliberrte judgment 
of Thompson that the movement for a more 
liberal use of silver in our currency supply 
should be gradual. For instance, first secure 
the coinage of the maximum, $4,000,000 per 
month, and see the results produced under that 
augmented coinage. 

In his deliberate judgment this augmented 
coinage would pave the way for the adoption 
of free coinage by acclamation. 

The following resolution offered by Mr. 
Jacks, of California, was received with cheers 
and referred under the rules: 

Whereas, Wallstreet and eastern bondholders are 
now actually at work striving to elect a speaker for 
the approaching congress, whose record oS entirely 
opposed to silver interests; and, 

Whereas, Representatives in cougress should be 
the servants of the people; and 

Whereas, This great convention shows the una- 
nimity of publie opinion in southejn and western 


“states and territories in favor of matte coinage of sii- 


ver; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That western and southern repr 
tives in congress be requested to support some 
friend of silver ror the speakership of the present 
house of representatives and that theipfailure todo 
so will be the betrayal of the people, warranting 
their political death. 

The chairman then announced that the con- 
vention would be addressed by Congressman 
R. P. Bland, of Missouri. Mr. Bland was re- 
ceived with a storm of applause and addressed 
the convention at some length upon the topic, 
‘‘What Would Be the Effect of Free Coinage 
by the United States ?”’ . 

After listening to a paper on the silyer ques- 
tion from Thomas Jordan, editor of the New 
York Mining Record, the convention took a 


recess until 27:30 p,m. _ 


Special Weather Bulletin. 

WASHINGTON, November 27.—The storm has 
remained neaaly stationary but has increased greatly 
in intensity and danger from gales on the lakes 
will be much enhanced by the severe character of 
the cold wave.

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MURDERED BY A MOB 


THE LYNCHING OF JACOB OLSEN IN 
PRESTON, WISCONSIN. 


A HARMLESS IMBECILE HANGED 


He Had a Quarrelsome Disposition, But 
Committed No Crime—Arrests to Be 
Made of the Perpetrators. 


MintwavcKkeEx, November 27.—The blood- 
stained records of Judge Lynch’s court do not 
show a more dastardly crime than was com- 
mitted Sunday night, at Preston, in Trem- 
vleau county, in this state. Hans Jacob Olson, 
aged fifty, was torn from his house and 
lynched bya party of masked men. Olsen 
was partially insane and somewhat quarrel- 
some, and had been ordered by his neighbors 
to leave the country: He neglected to do so, 
and was strung up. Olsen was seized in bed, 
pulled ont and his hands tied behind him, 
despite his desperate effoits and the screams 
of the family. Without even allowing him 
time to put on his clothes, the men led him out 
of the house. Once outside’ Olsen learned 
what was to be done with him. He caught 
sight of anew rope hanging over alimbof a 
large tree which stands not more than twenty 
feet from the little cabin which was his home. 
He struggled to free his hands 

TEARING THE FLESH FROM HIS WRISTS 
until they bled freely, but finding himself 
unable to get loose, submitted, in sullen 
silence. 

The rope was put aroun? his neck and will- 
ing hands drew him up to strangle. His legs 
were not tied and his kickine and struggling 
was fearful. The meb remained sometime, 
however, lest he might be cut down before he 
was dead. Then after shouting threats of 
lynching any one who should dare cut down 
the body, they dispersed. The body was dis- 
covered in the morning, but was not cut down 
until the coroner arrived. The coroner’s in- 
quest was held yesterday at Preston and the 
following verdict was returned: 

Deceased came to his death by strangulation, 
caused by being hanged by the neck by masked per- 
sons unknown. 

ARRESTS TO BE MADE. 

No evidence as to the identity of the lynch- 
ers was offered. Itis Preston’s common gos- 
sip that the lynchers were led by one of the 
most prominent farmers in Preston. Further 
facts will be brought ouf by evidence follow- 
ing arrests about to be made by the state. The 
district attorney has the case in charge and 
wholesale arrests are expected. 


Bank Officers Arrested. 

New York, November 27.— Warrants were 
issued this morning for the arrest of W. W. 
Young, president, and John Hoerr. cashier of 
the defunct Lawrence bank, on the charge of 
embezzlement. Informations were made by 
Thomas McCaffrey, areal estate dealer, who 
was a depositor, and were brought under the 
state law, which provides for the arrest of any 
bank official for embezzlement, who receives 
money from a depositor with the knowledge at 
the same time that the bank is insolvent. The 
penalty upon conviction is a fine and from one 
to three years imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary. Cashier Hoerr was arrested this after- 
noon and taken before Alderman O'Donnell, 
where he gave bail in $2,500 for a hearing next 
Wednesday. Hoerr wat taken by surprise, but 
refused to make a statement of the condition 
of the bank. 


The Widow Gets a Verdict. ” 


Wit_KEsBARRE, Pa., November 27.—A few 
months ago, Chiefof Police Watkins, of Parsons, 
while under the influence of liquor, was killed by 
being struck by an engine while sitting on the 
platform of the Delaware and Hudson railrord. 
Abont a month ago his widow filed a claim in court 
for $10,000 damages against John Schumacher, a 
very wealthy saloon keeper, who had sold ber hus 
band liqnor while he was visibly affected by it. 
The case was up before three arbitrators, who, after 
hearing all arguments this afternoon, awarded the 
widow $2,500. It is said that the defendant will 
not make any appeal from the decision.

Open Letters, and Go Into Business 
On a Grand Scale.

when it became known that Charles W. Hen- 
dprson and John W. Brown, the two negro 
ck in the. postoffice here, had been ar- 
r charged with a heavy mail robbery. 
erson was the chief mailing clerk, and 
Brown was his assistant. Brown has for a 
lcng time taken an active part in politics, and is 
now secretary of the republican county execu- 
tive committee. Henderson has also dabbled 
considerably in the republican political pond, 
aid isregarded as somewhat of a leader. 
When Archibald Brady was appointed post- 
master last July, general surprise was mani- 
fested among people here that he appointed 
/ NEGROES FOR HIS CLERKS, 
asithad been generally understood that such 
positions would be filled by white men. More 
than a month ago complaints began to be re- 
ceived by the postoffice department at Wash- 
ington, setting forth that registered letters in 
transit through this section were being rifled 
of their contents, and consequent- 
ly, Inspectors William J. Maxwell, 
Thomas Troy and William B. Smith were de- 
tailed to this section for the purpose of investi- 
gating the trouble. They soon located the 
trouble in the Charlotte office, and at once 
made plans to effect the arrest of the guilty 
parties. The inspecfors for several nights 
secreted themselves about the postoffice. Last 
Friday night they saw Henderson rifle 
four ordinary letters, which had been 
selected from many hundreds. Arrests 
could have been made _ then, but 
they wanted, if possible, to catch 
them rifling registered mattcr. Saturday night 
Inspector Troy saw Henderson select from sev- 
erél pouches, which had just been brought in 
from different routes, seventeen letters and 
riflé each of them, then seal them and place 
themin their proper places again.

A FIGHT IN THE POTOMAC 


In Which a Schooner Was Sunk by a 
Tug. 

Battimorg, Md., November 27.—A special 
dispatch to the Sun-tonight from Readsville, 
Va., says: The schooner Lawson, of Cristfield, 
Captain George Evans, was today sunk off the 
upper end of Hog Island, in the Potomac rigor 
by the tug Ida Augusta, of Onancock, Va. 

his is the outgrowth of the recent dispute 
between Maryland and Virginia about the 
right of the latter state to lease to Charles R.

LOSSES AT LYNN. 


Over Five Million Dollars of Property De- 
stroyed—The Insurance, 


Boston, November 27.—Mr. John C. Paige 
has caused a careful personal examination of 


the burned district in Lynn to be made, and 
finds the losses of companies of. which he is 
United States manager to be: Imperial Fire 
Insurance company, of London, $50,000 to 
$35,000; City of London Fire Insurance com- 
pany, $35,000 to $40,000. Prominent manu 
facturers are now of opinion that the total loss 
will reach nearly $5,000,000. The number of 
buildings burned were 296, of which forty- 
six were brick blocks, 108 wooden buildings 
used for business purposes, and 142 dwellings 
occupied by 164 families. The number of la- 
boring people thrown out of work is estimated 
at 8,000. 
DID NOT AFFECT THE MARKET. 

Boston, November 27.—The Lynn fire’ ap- 
parently caused but little stiramong the shoe 
and leather men at Boston exchange today, 
though it was a fruitful theme for conversa- 
tion. The general impression seemed to be 
that the fire would cause little disturbance in 
the boot and shoe or leather market, : 

A meeting of citizens was held this after- 
noon, Mayor Hart, presiding, to take action 
for the relief of sufferers by the Lynnfire. A 
relief committee consisting of a number of 
prominent citizens‘was appointed and. $5,050 
subscribed on the spot. 

Revised figures of the buildings destroyed, 
so far as now known, are: Forty-two brick 
buildings, 112 wooden stores and factories and 
142 dwellinghouses. One hundred and. sixty- 
two families are homeless, and eighty-seven 
shoe manufacturing establishments are wiped 
out. 

The city is today well patrolled by militia. 
six companies, 250 men in all, being on duty‘ 
Men are stationed at the entrances of the ruined 
streets, barring all approach to the burned dis- 
trict. Guards are stationed at stores that are 
partially cleaned out to prevent thieves from 
taking what is not lost. No one is permitted 
to pass the guard without a permit from the 
city clerk. Through associated charities many 
families were furnished lodgings last night in 
rooms hired at lodging and dwelling houses, 
and rations of hot soup, crackers and bread are 
being served to all that are in need of food. As 
soon as some plan for assistance can be devised, 
the work of providing for destitute families 
will progress rapidly. 

Caused by Natural Gas. 

PittsBuRG, November 27.—A Leechburg, 
Pa., dispatch says that estimates of conserva- 
tive citizens place the loss by last night’s fire at 
$150,000 to $175,000, with about $75,000 insur- 
ance. The fire is supposed to have originated 
from natural gas. The population of Leech- 
burg is about 3,500.

WHITES TERRORIZING THE NEGROES 


Whilethe Respectable Whites Have Under 


taken to Put an End _ to the Tl 
Treatm ent of the Blacks. 


CoLtumaus, Ga., November 27—{Spocial.} 
For many weeks there has been bad blood ex- 
isting in the western part of Harris county 
between thé negroes and some of the white 
people. It seems to have reached a stage 
the more conservative white people feel them- 
selves called upon to take some actions. Gen- 
tlemen from that county, who were in the 
city today, stated that a meeting had been 
called of the citizens, to be held at Mountain 
Hill, to take some action looking to the set- 
tlement of the trouble. 

. THE story, 
as they tell it, contains several chapters, and a 
whole page in a newspaper would be required 
to recount all the details. In brief, it appears 
that a party of young white men raided a 
negro’s watermelon patch, and he shot one of 
them. This was the beginuing of the troyble. 
Later, another young man in the community 
had a fight with a negro, and was either cut or 
shot. This was the second chapter. A few 
weeks ago a negro was killed by an unkuowa 
party or-parties in the same community. It is 
claimed that it is known by some who did the 
Killing, but they will not tell for fear of per- 
sonal violence. The grand jury attempted te 
investigate the matter, but those who were 
summoned} 
WOULD TELL NOTHING, 
as they feared the consequences. One or two 
were bold enough to say that they knew whe 
did, have had to flee from home for safety. A 
strange part of the story is that the dead man's 
wife says she knows who killed her husband, 
but she fears to tellit. Recently a crowd of 
white men have been terrorizing the commun-- 
ity going through the  neigh- 
at night, and firing inte 
negro cabins. Itissaid that last Friday and 
Saturday nights they fired about one. hundred 
shots. he negro quarters of several large 
or rg were visited, and loads of shot and 
ullets were emptied into the walls of the 
cabins. The negroes are said to be completely 
demoralized, and many of them are leaving 
the settlement.

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MRS. HOWELL COBB. 


DEATH OF ONE OF GEORGIA'S 
GREATEST WOMEN. 


The Widow of Hon. Howell Cobb Dies Sur- 
rounded by Her Famlly—Her Early Days 
and Later Distinguished Career. 


ATHENs, Ga., November 27.—[{Special.]— 
Mrs. General Howell Cobb, widow of Geor- 
gia’s illustrous statesman, is dead. The angel 
of death called her spirit home this morning 
at ten o'clock. 

THE CAUSE OF HER DEATH. 

Mrs. Cobb passed peacefully away. For 
overtwo years she had been in declining 
health, and a few weeks ago began to suffer 
from a partial paraiysis of the brain, which 
was the imniediate cause of her death. She 
died in the house built by her husband while 
governor of Georgia, and in which she had 
lived all of her married and widowed life, and 
was surrounded by all of her living children 
and several of her grandchildren. 

The news of her death will carry: grief to 
many a heart in Georgia. 

THE STORY OF HER LIFE. 

Miss Mary Ann Lamar, danghter of Colonel 
Zachariah Lamar, of Milledgeville, was born 
in that town on the 23d of April, 1818. Her 
family was a iarge and influential one, de- 
scending from the Huguenots, and is repre- 
sented in every state inthe south. She had two 
brothers, Colonel John B. Lamar, of Macon, 
a lawyer of prominence, who lost his life at 
Crampton Gap during the war while on the 
staff of Howell Cobb, and Andrew J. Lamar, 
of Alabama. Justice L. Q. C, Lamar was her 
second cousin, and she was the first cousin of 
Mirabeau B. Lamar, the first president of the 
republic of Texas. 

fer girlhood days were spent at school at 
Scottsboro, Ga., near Milledgeville. Here 
she attended the school of the famous Dr. 
Brown, so well known among the older people 
of the state, and here she attained much of 
that intellectual refinement and culture which 
graced her entire life, 

THE STORY OF HER MARRIAGE. 

On May 26th, 1835, when a girl of seventeen 
years of age, she gave her hand in 
marriage to Colonel Howell Cobb, then 
a rich young attorne of Athens, 
who had just graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. The issue of this mar- 
riage was twelve children, six of whom died 
in infancy and six of whom stood today around 
her deathbed. 

The six surviving children are Captain John 
A. Cobb, a planter, from Americus; Major 
Lamar Cobb, secretary of the board of trus- 
tees of the university of Georgia; Judge 
Howel! Cobb, judge of the city court of Athens: 
Mrs. Alex. 8. Owins; Mrs. T. W. Rucker, 
and Professor Andrew J. Cobb, professor of the 
university law school. he marriage 
of Howell Cobb did much towards touching 
up his career, and imaking him illustrious, 
The devoted wife followed him with anxious 
heart and clear foresight of intellect along his 
pubdlic career, and was ever at his service, 
when governor of Georgia, speaker of the 
house in congress, or secretary of the treasury. 
Devoted and attached to her husband and 
children, she made her house the center of her 
joys, and shed a happy influence over all who 
met her. 

HER WORK IN THE WAR, 

She was a faithful helpmate to her husband. 
During all his busy and eventful life, when the 
civil war called him and all her relatives to 
the field and cabinet, she remained at home 
and rendered great assistance to the army 
in helping to feed and clothe it, and 
ever her prayers ascended for the boys who 
wore the gray..

An Interesting Controversy. 

In a controversy that has been going on 
between the Georgia Baptist and the Meth- 
odist Union, two religious papers edited by 
colored men, some facts have been brought 
out that are of special interest to the law- 
makers of Georgia. 

The controversy turns upon the disposi- 
tion that has been made of the annual ap- 
propriation of $8,000 that has been taken 
away from the Atlanta (negro) university 
by the législature and transferred to the 
Morris Brown college, which is a Methodist 
institution, The appropriation was taken 
away from the Atlanta university because 
the authorities thereof persisted in admit- 
ting white children with the negro students. 

When the $8,000 was transferred to the 
Morris Brown college, Editor William J. 


protest to the effect that the appropriation 
of money for the benefit of a sectarian in- 
stitution is contrary to the letter and spirit 
of the state constitution, The point is very 
well taken, but the Methodist Union, which 
fails to meet this part of the argument, de- 
clares in effect that the Georgia Baptist is 
animated by‘Bectarian jealousy, and that it 
would have remained silent if the appro- 
priation had been given to Spelman semi- 
nary, Which is a Baptist school. 

To this Editor White, of the Baptist, re- 
plies by saying that he has been satisfied 
for five years that the state appropriation 
would not go to the Atlanta university per- 
manently, since that institution had become 
denominational in its character. For that 
reason he has favored the organization of 
one or more normal schools, with this state 
appropriation as a basis. 

We think this is a good suggestion, and, 
something of the sort will have to be done, 
for the legislative act which appropriates 
the $8,000 to Morris Brown college, which 
is a denominational school, is in violation 
of the state constitution. 

The clause of the constitution to which 
Editor White refers is section 5006, para- 
graph xiv, towit: ‘‘No money shall ever be 
taken from the public treasury, directly or 
indirectly, in aid of any church, sect or de- 
nomination of religionists, or of any secta- 
rian institution.’’ This seems to cover the 
whole ground.

The Terms of the New Senators... 
From the Savannah, Ga., News. 

It is so seldom that a new state is admitted 
into the union that the general public knows but 
little concerning the rule of the United Siates bear- 
ing upon the erms of the first senators from new 
states. One-third of that body is elected every two 
years. Thus, the termsof twenty-five senators, as 
the senate is now constituted, will expire in 1591, 
twenty-five in 1893, and twenty -six 
in 1895, To maintain this proportion 
as nearly as possible (he terms of the first senators 
from the new states will be for different periods. 
Assuming that North Dakota was the firstof the 
four new states admitted, one of the senators from 
that state will serve until 1891, and the other until 
1895. The terms of the South Dakota senators will 
expire in 1893. Ofthe senators from Washington, 
one will serve until 1893, and the other 
until 1895, and of those from Montana the term of 
one will expirein 1891, and that of the other in 
1895. A state legislature of a new state cannot 
elect a senator for a certain term, nor can the égena- 
tors agree among themselves which shall have the 
longer and which the shorter term. That must be 
left to chance, the senators drawing straws for their 
terms. 

The senate has never deviated from this rule and, 
in fact, iteannot’ When Minnesota was made a 
state the leyislature passed a joint resolution asking 
that Heury M. Rice be given the longterm. The 
resolution was referred tothe judiciary committee, 
which withdrew only long enough to formulate a 
report that in accordance with a senate resolution 
of May 14, 1789, and the constitution, the members 
from Minnesota must draw lots for the 
classes to which they were to be 
assigned. Curiously enough, however, Mr. Rice 
drew the longterm, It happened that when Colo- 
rado was admitted Senator Teller drew the short 
term, and that the time from his entrance into the 
expiration of his term was only five months. He 
was re-elected, and there was thus a case probably 
unparalleled in thefhistory of the country—that.ofa 
United States senator being re-élected by the same 
legislature that had previously elected him.

Mr. Dale may not be Mr. Nutall, but the 


records of Paulding county indicate that he 
has not always been what he is today. In-his 
statement madenight before last he admitted 
having lived in Dallas once, and from Dallas 


another sensational story comes. 

A special telegram to Tuk. CONSTITUTION 
last night tells that story. 

And this is how it read: 

DALLAS, Ga., November 27.—(Special.}— 
The announcement in ee hy CONSTITUTION that 
Rev. W. R. Dale was probably Jeading a double life 
created quite a buzz here this afternoon, as this was 
ouce his home. Some are inclined to give credence 
tothe report, while others stoutly deny it. Mr. 
Dale came from Rockmart, Ga., in 1881, and 
opened a silyersmith shop. For some time there 
was but tittle seen or heard of him, as he did not go 
inte society much. Finally there+was a rumorin 
the community to the effect that there 
was ai criminal mets existing between 
bim and a certain married lady in town, and at the 
August term of our superior court bills of indict- 
ment were preferred against them both. Mr, Dale 
then attached himself to the Methodist Episcopal 
church. Afterwards when superior court com- 
menced in February following, the bills were both 
nol prossee without trial. He afterwards joined the 
Baptist church, and was soon, according to their 
creed, ordained to thé ministry. It should be 
atated, however, in jusiice to him, that from the 
day he attacaed himself to the church to the time 
he left here to take charge of his present church, 
his walk was orderly and to all outward appear- 
ances that of a Christian gentieman.

RUMORED SALE OF COL. GEORGE 7. 
FRY’S ROALD UNTRUE. 


The Colonel Says the Road Will Be Built at 


Once—Negotiating for the Covington and 
Macon, 


It was currently rumored upon the streets 
yesterday that a party of eastern capitalists, 
headed by Alexander, Brown & Co., of 
Baltimore, had scooped in the Atiantic, At 
lanta and Great Western railway, and would 
begin work at once. 

Colovel Machen, who built the Macon and 
Covington. figured in the deal. 

Every Atlantian is familiar with the history 
of the Atlantic, Atlanta and Great Western, 
and the rumored sale attracted considerable 
attention. Since the inception of the road by 
Colonel George W. Frey, some fifteen months 
ago, its completion has been devoutly desired 
by the citizens of Savannah as wel! as those of 
Atlanta, to say nothing about the Georgians 
along the proposed line.

BColonel Fry, the gentleman who projected 
the line, is in the city, and when asked for a 
verification of the stories current, said: 

“There is no truth, whatever, in the ru- 
mors. The road has not been sold and it will 
not. The gentlemen who age interested with 
mé in its construction have examined the situ- 
ation carefully and realize that the line is a 
valuable one.”’ 

‘Has any proposition been made you ?”’ 

“None whatever looking to the purchase 
of the road. I think, however, I can see 
through the rumors. Our road will cross 
the Covington and Macon at Cedar- 
dale, and an attempt has been made 
to have us change the point.

TO BE : INS SPECTED. 
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Judge Henderson Finds the C otton Seed 
Meal Fertilizer Greatly Adulterated. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Henderson has 
within the past few days received a number of com- 
plaints concerning cotton seed fertilizers from all 
parts of the state. The principal cause for dissatis- 
faction is that cotton seed meal is greatly adultcrated 
by grinding and mixing with it the seed hulls. The 
effect is to greatly lessen the percentage of ammonia 
which in first-ciass meal should amount to eight 
per cent. 

Judge Henderson decided yesterday that in future 
when cotton seed meal is sold as a fertilleer it must 
be inspected and tagged the same as any other 
manufactured compost.

The Board of Education Transacts Con- 
siderable Business Yesterday. 

When President Hemphill called the board 
of education to order yesterday afternoon in 
regular monthly session, there were present 
Messrs. Roach, Mayer, Moran, Hammond, 
Beatie, Kontz, Bray, Smith snd Thomson. 

Today is the regular meeting day of the 
board, but being Thanksgiving. a legal holi- 
day, the body was convened yesterday in order 
that the members might have the fall enjoy 
ment of the day of thanks. 

Considerable routine business was trans- 
acted, but no developments of particular im- 
portance transpired. 

Superintendent Slaton submitted his regular 
monthly report, which was reeeived and or- 
dered filed. The committee on rules was in- 
structed to inquire into the absence of teach- 
ers, with insufficient excuses, in cases where 
the absentee excused herself on the ground of 
being out of the city. The committee was also 
instructed to report on regulating leaves of 
absence. 

Approved bills amounting to $8,246.31 were 
presented by the finance commttee, and order- 
ed paid by the board. 

Mr. Beatio, for the committee on buildings, 
to which was referred atthe last meeting of 
the board, the duty of ascertaining whether or 
not the Storr school building, on Houston 
street, could be obtained for the purpose of es- 
tablishing another. colored school, repomed 
that the Storr building was not for rent at any 
price, but that it wason the market for sale. 
The committee was instructed to ascertain at 
what price the building could be bought, and 
also to ascertain the cost of other lots for build- 
ing acolored school. <A report will be render- 
ed at the next meeting of the board. 

Two additional grammar schools for white 
children were recommended by the committee 
which was appointed to inquire into the needs 
in that direction. It was recommended that 
one of these schools be located in the north- 
western and the other in the southeastern por- 
tion of the city. The matter was roferred back 


again to the same committee, with instructions 
to get estimates on two suitable lots for the 


white schools, to report with recommendations | 


at the next meeting. 


The committee on building was empowered 


to erect a new fence around the Gray street 


colored school. 

Miss Lettie McDonald, teacher in the third 
grade b of Walker street school, sentin her 
resignation, which was accepted. Miss Julia 
Ketchum, of the fourth grade was promoted 
to fill the vacancy, and Miss Ettie Walsh, as- 
sistant teacher in Ira street school, was placed 
in charge of the fourth grade, in Walker street 
school. Miss Lama Morgan was given the ap- 
pointment of assistant teacher in Ira street 
school. 

The recommendation to the committee on 
teacher appointing Miss Pearl Hodge assistant 
teachersin the Boulevard schooi, to serve until 
her motber’s return to duty as teacher, was 
adopted. 

Hon. David Maver was elected treasurer of 
the board for the ensuing year. 

The piano in Browning hall is in bad condi- 
tion, and the board decided to give the girls 
anewone. The committee On supplies was 
instructed to negotiate for a new instrument 
in exchange for the old one, and also put cur- 
tains to the windows of the hall. 

For the present there will be no additions or 
alteration in the course of studies in the busi- 
ness department of the giris’ high school. 
The committees on teachers and course of 
study was, however, instructed to consider the 
matter and report at a future meeting. 

The boundaries of the Calhoun street dis- 
trict may be enlarged. The committee on 
bpunds was instrucfed to investigate the mat- 
ter and report at the next meeting. 

It was decided to have dally reports from all 
subordinate teachers to the principals of the 
various schools, and to facilitate this blank 
slips were ordered printed. 

After passing upon several other minor de- 
tails the board adjourned.
